Hard- 
ly any business is going to the seaboard 
or to Europe. There is but little old busi- 
ness in the country, and the prodiucers hold 
on to the lit#le they still have until they 
know how the new crops will turn out. 

There will certainly be a gvuod wheat crop, 
but the corh crop promises to be unusually 
light, and, as the railroads have to depend 
mostly upon the corn business, they cannot 
expect a iarge improvement in business 
hereafter, especially if they cling to their pres- 
eut high rates. ‘The present rates are entire- 
ly proscriptive, and furce the little business 
there is on the rivers and lakes. While the 
rail lines continue to charge 25.cenfts per 1U0 
pounds, grain, Chicago to New \ ork, the lake 
lines aré Zaking grain, Chicago to.Buffalo, 
at- one cent per bushel, and of course 
the business that is to go forward takes ad- 
vantage of the cheaper lake rates. A large 
wheat crop in Kansas and Nebraska is as- 
sured, and the railroads base their hopes for 
au improvement in business upun that fact. 
But the prospects of their getting much of 
that business are very slim, unless they make 
a decided reduction in rates. The bulk of 
the new wheat whichis to go forward will 
either go dowr the Mississippi on Gould’s 
barge lines or come to Chicago and take the 
lake lines. The railroads cannet possibly 
hove tu get much of the business as long as 
they adhete to the present proscriptive 
raies. . The Eastern railroads may feel 
reluctant down with 
rates, but they will certainly have 
tow du it, if they mean to get any business. 
They cannot stand this sort of much 
longer, especially as west-bound shipments 
are also unusually light, and will be still 
lighter hereafter, when the advanced rates 
will be charged. lt may be pleasant for the 
Eastern magnates to charge high rates, but 
they will find it rather unpleasaut tu. have no 
business, or very little, to transport.

THE HAMILTON SALE. . 


Some of the Articles Disposed Of on 
the Fiftn and Sixth Days. 
New York Herald. 

At the fifth day's sale on Monday of the 
Hamilton Palace collections the list was opened 
with pilates, disbes, basins, bottles, bowis, and 
vases of old Chinese biue and white and enam- 
eled porcelain. Among them was a pair of 
Mandarin jars and covers, enameled with 
figures and Gouses in landscapes, in gold and 
colors, and with animals in gold ahd small 
medallions in riebly-enameled treilis borders, 
First reached among the general objects were 
tazzas of hematite and green agate. Then came 
a notable object—namely: a bronze bust of 
Jupiter Serapis, nine inches high and mounted 
on a black marble stand. This, originally 
in the Barberini Palace at Home, was 
afterward owned by the Dowager Duchess of 
Portiand. All but the head was restored by the 
Hon. Mra. Damer in 1787. It was then owned by 
Horace Walpole and came from Strawberry 
Hill. From the collections of the latter plac® 
there was also @ littie antique bust of Alexander 
the Great, four and a balf inches bigh and.ona 
marbie eocie. A handsome; piece was a ciroviar 
vase of rank crystal, carved in relief with scroll 
foliage aud a monogram, and with rim, handies, 
and {oot of silver chased with designs of foliage. 
It is nine inches high and four anda half inches 
in diameter. | 

A nautilus shell, carved with vines and mount- 
ed on & gilt metal figure of a merman, with a 
marble plinth, was from Fonthill. Aiso from the 
Beckford ovuilections there was a large oval coup 
of bioodstone, with a silver gilt stem, composed 
of a group of two dolphins and standing on 4 
square pedestal, with panels of bloodstone ana 
mountings of silver gilt, and a vase of Oriental 
agute, carved in high relief with grapes 
and foliage, and with handies in the form 
of eatyrs’ heads. A rare object, Was the ewer 
with handles, of aventurine jasper and of 
Byzantine origin, of the eighth or ninth century. 
Itistweive aud three-quarter inches ia hight. 
The jasper is of plain surface and with a belt 
about the neck, finely Variegated with red, 
green, and other ceiors. The mounting is in 
large guid scrolls of Louis XV. workmanship, 
which pass about the foot and neck. The cover 
is surmounted by a seated cupid of gold, and at 
the top of the handle is a goat. 

Among a number of objects of old Sévres 
porceiaiu was ao Oval-shaped plateau painted

Mr. O’Connor rose, 
and, walking ont, addressed vigorous lan- 
guage to the House, but what he said was 
drowned in a series of shouts and yells from 
all quarters, and for the moment it looked as 
though there was about to bea physical row, 
but the honorable member strode out 
GESTICULATING CONTEMPTUOUSLY. 
After ashort pause his eight comrades walked 
out in a body, neglecting the usual courtesy 
of bowing to the Chair. The hands of the 
Government. were now free. By8 o’clock 
they had passed all of the bill which they 
had proposed to pass.

Something About Meu of Colossal Stat- 
ure. 
‘ St. Lows Hepublican. 

Mythology and fable furaish a long list of men 
of immense stature. We have Piutarch’s word 
for it that Antocos was eighty-five feet in hight. 
Strabo makes menuon of a giant also eighty-t: ve 
feet high and Plioy tells us of another sixty 
feet. Boceaccio describes the body of a gant 
from bones found io a cave in Sicily about 225 
feet in tength: but Kircher spolis the atory by 
declaring that the bones were those of a masw- 
doa. Adamaster, the giant Spiritof the Cape, 
had a Voice louder than thunder, if we are to be- 
lieve Camueus, and, therefore, he must have 
been ah enormous creature. Angouleffre, the 
Saracen giant, was fifteen feet high, his face 
measured three feet in breadth, his nose was 
nine inches long, and his arms and jees six feet. 
He wus reputed to bave the strength of thirty 
men, and his mace was the svlid trunk of an oak- 
tree. 

It was Angouleffre who leaned against the 
Tower of Pisa to rest himself, whereby it lost ite 
perpendicularity. Ferracute ha@@ the strength 
of forty men and was thirty-sig feet in hight. 
His physical prowess was far below that of An- 
gouleffre, considering his size... Ascaparte, a 
Britisher of the olden time, meagured thirty feet 
high and twelve inches between, Bis eyes. Cacus 
of Mount Aventine dragged the oxen of Her- 
cules into his Gave tail foremost. Ciytios con- 
sidered himseif powerful enough to make war 
upon the gods: but he blundeféed, for Vulean 


got the Advantage of Lim and killed the bellig- - 


erent Cly with a red-hot mace. Ephbialtes of 
Greek mythology grew nine inches every month, 
and if be lived long certainly became an enor- 
mous fellow. According to medieval ro-
